For I preſume the rational Soul may a- 
 nalogically be ſtil d a divine Being, divina par ticu- 
la aurs; as I may ſay, the Breath of God, a 
ſpiritual, immaterial, or immortal Being; and 
Vet, I hope, he will believe that Feſus Chrift is 
infinitely, in the common Phraſe, above the Na- 
ture of that in the largeſt Acceptation. I al- 
O take it for granted, that the Angels are ſpi- 
ritual, celeſtial. and immortal Sub/ances.; and 
may be metaphorically ſaid to be divine Beings, 
in ſome. Reſemblance of the Deity, or by way 
of Analogy with ſublunary Creatures; and yet, 
I ſuppoſe, he will readily confeſs, that the Son 
of Gad is far ſuperior to the Nature of them in 
Proportion of Divinity, by his wiſe Limitation. 
Now, what Medium can he aſſign between thofe 
created Brings, and the great uncreated Being of 
God, to ſhew the middle Nature of the divine
